A. Dawson, allirmative, alluded to the spir- 
it of loyalty to the empire now existing, which 
would be increased by fedcration,to the ma- 
termi benelit of all the meabers, That the 
empire is now aunt in feciing was shown 
during a great Kuropean erisis when Bea- 
constield brought Sepoysfrom India to Mal- 
ta to uphold the bonor of the empire. 

M. MeCauley, negative, said that ina 
scheme of federation the 200,000,000 of Lidia 
would swanip the rest of the empire and most 
likely pass laws distasteful tous. The reci 
provity or partial free trade that federation 
Wold bring about might uot be acceptapk 
or ol advantage to all the colonies, 

Rev. Mr. Howard in reply said that 100 
years ayo the north of Scotland was as many 
days distant from London as Toronto is now 
Twenty-five years ago San Francisco was as 

) far from Washington as Australia is from

the main consideration, in late years. The 
millions of India would not be entitled to 
the francnise for many years, and by that 
time Canada and Australia would be im- 
mensely increased in population.

SCHOOL TAXATION. 


The following are the sections of the new 
@chool ordinance relating to taxation : 

94. Land, Real Prope y and Real Estate 
respectively shall include all buildings or 
Other things erected upon or affixed to the 
land and all machinery or other things so 
fixed to any a asto form in law part 
of the reality, and all trees or underwood 
growing upon the land, and all mines, mine- 
rals, quarries, fossils in and under the same, 
except mines ane to Her mon gy = 

(2) Personal Estate and Personal Property 
shall include all woods, chattels, shares in in- 
corporated companies,interest on mortgages, 
dividends from bank stock, money, notes, 
accounts and debte at their actual value, in- 
come and all other property, except land and 
real estate and real property as above de- 
fined, and except property herein expressly 
exem . 

(3) Property shall include both real estate 
and personal property as above defined. 

(4) Ranche shall mean land held under a 
grazing lease from the Dominion governtaent. 

95. All real and personal property situated 
within the limite of any school district, or 
jucome derived by ony person resident with- 
in the limite of such district, In the North- 
West Territories, and wherever any portion 
of @ ranche and the headquarters of such 
ranche are within the Ilmits of any echool 
disirict, the whole of the personal property 
belonging to the lessee of “such ranche, on 
the same, shall be liable to taxation subject 
to the following exemptions: 

1. All property held by Her Majesty or 
specially exempted by the parliament of 
Canada or for the public use of the govern- 
ment of the Territories. 

2. All property held by or in truat for the 
usc of any tribe of Indians or the property of 
the Indian Department. 

(3) Where any property mentioned in the 
preceeding clauses is occupied by any person 
otherwise than in an otticial capacity, the oc- 
cupant shall be assessed in respect thereof, 
but the property itself shall not be liable. 

(4) The grounds and buildings of all public 
schools, universities, collegiate institutes or 
incorporated seminaries, being public proper- 
ty, 60 long 08 such property is actually used 
or held for educational purposes, 

(5) All property belonging to the munici- 
pality when held and occupied or in the use 
of the corporation and the personal property 
belonging to the same, 

(6) Jails and court houses and the neces- 
sary land attached thereto, ; 

(7) Churches aud the land on whioh they 
stand, not exceeding one half acre in towns 
and cities, together with the buildings there- 
on used for the purposes of the suid church 
or occupied by the incumbent or priest, and 
in rural wnunicipalities onc hundred and sixty 
acres of land in addition to the aboye, if the 
same is actually used tor the support and 
maintenance of any church or mission, or- 
phanages, poor-houses, houses of industry, 
asylums, being public institutions, and the 
realand personal property connected with 
the same. 

(8) The property of every public library. 

(9) The income of a farmer derived from 
his farm and the income of merchants, me- 
chanics and other persons derived from capi- 
tal liable to taxation. 

(10) So much of the personal property of 
@ny person as is invested in the debentures 
or bonds of any municipality within the Ter- 
ritories, 

(11) Personal property to the extent of 


(12) Grain in transitu, household effects of 
every kind, books and wearing apparel, 

(18) The increase in the value of the land 
by reason of the cultivation thereof together 
with the growing crops. 

96. A person occupying property or deriv- 
fuyiacome not liable to taxat on, may com.

97. Land and persona! property shall be 
assensed againstthe person in occupation or 
possession thereof, unless when in the case of

Gessed shall in all cases, unless there is a stat- 

agreement to the contrary, have sulminary 
recourse against such Owner for the amount 
of taxes paid,

_ into the Manitoba Free Press, es of the 
drowning of one ‘' Black Jack” in Belly river 
in 1877,and asking for information regarding 
him eo that his heirs may secure his effects, 
| worth some $7,000, now in the hands of the 
mounted police. A man of that name or 
alias was well known to several of the nt 
| residents of Edmonton a number 
| re. His real name was John ao a na- 
| tive of the state of Arkansas, partly of Chero- 
kee descent. He was about 5 feet 6o0r7 
inches in height ; slins and wirey, with black 
straight hair and dark complexion ; very il- 
literate ; if living would now be about 60 
years of age. He came to California across 
the plains in 1852 and mined there for six 
ears. In May or June of 1858 he came to 
ritish Columbia on the steamer Surprise, 
and mined there for some yeara on the Fra- 
ser and in Cariboo. He was the owner of 
the celebrated Black Jack tunnel in Cariboo, 
which at one time yielded 400 ounces of gold 
aday per man. From Cariboo he went to 
Peace River, broke, in 1863. He returned 
across the mountains and went to Kootenay. 
From Kootenay he crossed to the east side 
of the mountains and came to Edmonton 
where he remained one winter. He went on 
to Peace river in the summer following in 
company with Bob Lamont, Dancing Bill, Bill 
Southcombe, Jamison and others and re- 
mained there the following winter. Crossed 
the mountains again into British Columbia 
in the spring and worked in the Ominica and 
Cassair mines, which was tne last known of 
him here. Hewas known to E. Carey. W. 
Cust, Jas. Reid, C. Stephens, J. Gibbons, G.

HERFAS it is in and by the act of the 
Parliament of Canada, passed in the 
forty-seventh year of Her Majesty's Reign, 
chaptered twenty-seven and intituled “An 
Act further to amend the Indian Act, 1880,” 
amongst other things in effect enacted, that 
the Superintendent-General of Indian Affairs 
may, when he considers it in the public in- 
terest to do so, prohibit by public notice to 
that effect, the sale, gift or disposal, to any 
Indian in the Province of Manitoba or in any 
part thereof, or in the North-West Territo- 
tories or in any part thereof, of any fixed 
ammunition or ball cartridge; an every 
person who after such notice, without the per- 
; Mission in writing of the Superintendent 
| General, sells or gives, ur, inany other man- 
| ner conveys toany Indian in the section of 
country thus prohibited any fixed ammuni- 
tion or’ball cartridge, shall incur a penalty 
of not more than two hundred dollars, or 
shall be liable to imprisonment for a term of 
not more than six months, or to both fine 
and imprisonment, within the limits afore- 
said, at the discretion of the Court before 
which the conviction is had:

Claims of Half-Breeds and Original White 
Settlers. Province of Manitoba. 
WW SaRRAS. since the completion of the 
allotinent of the 1,400,000 acres of 
land set apart under the Manitoba Act to ex- 
tinguish the Indian title of the Children of 
| the Half-Breed heads of families resident in 
the Province of Manitoba, on the 1léth July 
1870, @ large nuinber of additional claimants 
have come and some are still coming for- 
ward with the evidence necessary to prove 
that they are chiluren of Half-Breed heads 
of families and were residents in the province 
of Manitoba at the date mentioned. 

And Whereas, the 1,400,000 acres set apart 
underthe Manitoba Act as aforesaid have 
been exhausted by such allotment, and by 
Order in Council,dated the 20th of Apri!,1885 
it has been decided to extinguish such ad- 
ditional claims known as ‘Supplementary 
Claims,” by an issue of $240.00 in acrip to 
each Half-Breed child entitled. 

And Whereas, by the Act 87 Vic., Cap. 20, 
the Half-Breed heads of families resident in 
the said Province on the date mentioned, 
and the * Original White Settlers,” and the 
children of such settlers, as defined in the 
said Act, are each entitled to receive scrip to 
to the extent of $160.00. 

And Whereas, His Excellency the Govern-
